to continue circulating this 
fall and winter. 

“The COVID-19 vaccines, 
including boosters, continue 
to save lives and prevent the 
most serious illnesses and 
deaths,” said Dr. Meyerson.

schmidt sponsors legislation 
to increase housing 
availability, revitalize local 
communities 


LANSING, Mich. — 

State Sen. Wayne 

Schmidt on Wednesday 
joined a bipartisan group of 
lawmakers in introducing a 
package of bills aimed at in- 
creasing access to affordable 
housing for Michigan resi- 
dents. 

“There is a significant 
shortage of attainable hous- 
ing, not only in communities 
in my district, but all across 
Michigan,” said Schmidt, R- 
Traverse City. “Affordable, 
available housing is a critical 
piece of the puzzle when con- 
sidering how we can con- 
tinue to grow the state’s 
economy and attract new tal- 
ent. 

“T’ve spoken with local 
leaders in northern Michi- 
gan, and the lack of available 
housing is a major issue for 
area families — and these 
concerns have been echoed 
by other legislators who 
worked on this package. If 
we want to continue efforts 
to make Michigan a better 
state to do business, we need 
to have homes for families to 
live in — it’s as simple as 
that. Something needs to be 
done.” 

Senate Bills 1152-1155 
would update the Brownfield 
Redevelopment Finance Act 


to include “housing assis- 
tance” or “housing develop- 
ment” and give local 
governments some flexibility 
when considering redevelop- 
ment projects if they focus 
on improving access to af- 
fordable family housing. 

Brownfield sites are those 
being redeveloped or repur- 
posed in a way that benefits 
those who live in the area. 
This measure specifically fo- 
cuses on the redevelopment 
of old sites with the goal of 
rebuilding affordable, single- 
family homes and rental 
units in their places. 

The bills are written to en- 
sure rural, suburban and 
urban projects are all viable 
for assistance. 

“Oftentimes, properties sit 
abandoned because of the 
cost associated with clean-up 
and redevelopment,” 
Schmidt said. “These 
changes would give local gov- 
ernments some additional 
tools to increase the avail- 
ability of affordable housing 
in their communities.” 

The bills have been re- 
ferred to the Senate Commit- 
tee on Economic and Small 
Business Development for 
further consideration.

Well, Iam and can at- 
test that she truly is some- 
one exceptional. 

As background, Cindy 
grew up in a Chicago sub- 
urb, went off to college at 
Colorado State, loved 
being in the country ver- 
sus a city environment 
and upon graduation she 
accepted a position with 
St. Francis School in Tra- 
verse City. She taught and 
also coached basketball, 
volleyball and golf. She 
loved the school, the stu- 
dents and being involved 
with sports. She knew this 
was her passion and the 
career for her to pursue, 
and so she went on to 
Grand Valley State Uni- 
versity to earn her Mas- 
ter’s Degree in 
Educational Leadership. 
She had the great benefit 
of faculty members who 
were teachers and senior 
school administrators, as 
she describes them people 
who “walked the halls”, 
and isn’t this what all 
leaders should do! 

After completing her 
graduate studies, Cindy 
was approached about be- 
coming the Principal of 
St. Mary 

Cathedral School in 
Gaylord, which is Pre-K 
through 12th grade. This 
gave her up to 15 years 
with many of the students 
and having a significant 
role in shaping their 
growth, and to her, this 
was an important oppor- 
tunity. She worked with 
many great people while 
at St. Mary and greatly 
values her time there. 

In 2014, the position of 
Superintendent and Prin- 
cipal of the Boyne Falls 
Public School became 
available. These are really 
two jobs, as Superintend- 
ent working with the 
Board and committees 
and as Principal with stu- 
dents, staff, teachers, and

parents, and in both roles 
with interested people in 
the Boyne Falls commu- 
nity. 

Cindy is now beginning 
her 9th year with Boyne 
Falls Public School and it 
is a very positive environ- 
ment with much success, 
thanks to a great team at 
the school, and certainly 
thanks to Cindy’s leader- 
ship principles and prac- 
tices. For example, in 
working with the Board 
and committees, she is 
committed to no sur- 
prises. There are times 
when she sends two or 
three emails in a week 
with information, includ- 
ing a Friday recap and ac- 
colades about her team 
members, students, and 
others at the school. This 
assures that the Board 
stays abreast between 
their regular monthly 
meetings, at times more 
often with committee 
members. 

As with all schools, 
COVID 19 was a huge 
challenge. Cindy is a 
strong advocate of hands 
on leadership, knowing 
each student, being out 
with and speaking with 
them, “being there” for 
them, having a “personal 
touch”, being somewhat 
involved in their personal 
lives. Thankfully, the 
COVID restrictions are 
now over and that special 
energy is back. They just 
had their first full school 
assembly of all students, 
teachers and staff in three 
years, and the excitement 
was tangible. 

There are many unique 
and special services, for 
example, a great many 
qualify for free or reduced 
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Very Fortunate For The Exceptional 


cost lunches, and the 
school has a chef, Nathan 
Bates. Thanks to relation- 
ships with farmers and 
others in the nearby com- 
munities, the food is fresh, 
local, and healthy. In fact, 
this school year, Boyne 
Falls is participating in 
the Community Eligibility 
Provision (CEP) program 
which enables schools to 
serve free meals to all stu- 
dents regardless of in- 
come. What a tremendous 
service to all school fami- 
lies. Cindy believes “If we 
fill their bellies with good 
food, we’ll get good results 
from them”, including 
good behavior. In addition 
to the lunches, the school 
is focused on doing their 
best to help students with 
not only food, also sup- 
plies and clothing, as 
needed. 

There is an active 
school wellness commit- 
tee, which provides infor- 
mation and inspiration 
about nourishment and 
exercise, and there are 
health fairs, family chal- 
lenges, cooking classes 
and cook outs offered for 
families (as Cindy pro- 
motes “Have food, and 
people will come”). 

In addition, the school 
now has a fulltime nurse 
and also a mental health 
professional, and again, 
thanks to relationships 
with nearby healthcare 
providers, they also assist 
with vision and dental 
care. 

There has been a long- 
standing relationship with 
Boyne Mountain Resort 
and students in grades 3 
through 8 can ski for free 
every Thursday afternoon 
in the winter, and stu- 
dents in the higher grades 
receive a discount if they 
maintain a good grade av- 
erage. 

There is an annual trip 
to Hawaii for senior stu- 
dents, which has an edu- 
cational purpose. These 
students work through 
their four high school 
years to earn money to fi- 
nance the trip. For exam- 
ple, they sell food at the 
Boyne Falls Polish Festi- 
val every August. This not 
only accrues money for 
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the trip, it helps the stu- 
dents learn and practice 
customer service and per- 
sonal interaction skills, 
such as speaking politely, 
comfortable eye contact, 
smiling — and the impor- 
tance of hard work! 

Finally, just like Cindy, 
the Boyne Falls preschool 
program is starting its 9th 
year in existence. The pro- 
gram, led by Preschool Di- 
rector Mitchell Klooster, 
is a 5-star rated preschool 
program and it prepares 
the youngest learners for 
educational success. This 
highly-acclaimed program 
and its dedicated staff en- 
sures that local 3 and 4 
year olds receive the best 
start possible in their edu- 
cational journey. 

From the preschool pro- 
gram, to the exceptional 
food service, and the ac- 
tive wellness committee, 
Cindy states that she feels 
fortunate to be sur- 
rounded by caring, sup- 
portive staff members 
who do not hesitate to step 
in when needed. From the 
business manager, Lori 
Herman, who guides the 
wellness committee, to the 
Student Success Advisor, 
Brooke Fenske, who 
schedules fun activities 
and creates exciting 
spaces for students 
around the school, the 
Boyne Falls team will do 
anything to provide op- 
portunities for success. 

There are so many posi- 
tives about Cindy Pineda, 
her staff, teachers, the 
school and the Boyne 
Falls community I feel 
this article only begins to 
describe just how special 
they are.

Joy loves golf and he does 
his part — boy does he do 
his part —in spreading that 
love of the game to the next 
generation of players. 

Joy, the head profes- 
sional at Belvedere Golf 
Club, recently completed 
his acclaimed Hickory 
Hundred at the venerable 
course in Charlevoix.

“Tt’s for the program, for 
the kids,” the affable Joy 
said. “It’s the only source 
of income for the program. 
The good thing is this year, 
every kid who signed up for 
the program got a pass for 
the Charlevoix municipal 
golf course to play all sum- 
mer long.” 

Joy doesn’t do it alone; 
volunteer program men- 
tors help clear the way 
around the course and act 
as forecaddies, rake 
bunkers, tend flagsticks on 
the green, and other vari- 
ous duties to make the day 
run smoothly. 

Joy began his marathon

day on the No. 1 tee before 
sunrise and played five con- 
secutive 18-hole rounds 
plus 10 more holes to reach 
the century mark. He fin- 
ished around 2 p.m. 

And he does it swinging 
hickory-shafted clubs, the 
kind one would have played 
prior to 1930. Think Bobby 
Jones and Gene Sarazan. 

Using his mashie, his 
niblick, his baffies and 
spoons, Joy carded rounds 


of 76, 74, 69, 75 and 69, com- 
pleting each in just under 
90 minutes. And, he never 
lost a golf ball. In fact, he 
said, in his 14 years of the 
Hickory Hundred, he’s lost 
just one. 

It’s all part of who Joy is. 
He is amember of the Soci- 
ety of Hickory Golfers and 
the Belvedere annually 
hosts a tournament for 
members. Joy has also 
played for Team USA in the 
Grail Cup, an bi-annual 
Ryder Cup-style competi- 
tion with European play- 
ers. A year ago, the event 
was played on the Old 
Course at St. Andrews and 
has been held at several top 
American venues, such as 
Pinehurst and Baltusrol. 

Next year, it comes to the 
Belvedere. 

“Tt’s kind of its own fra- 
ternity,” Joy said. “It’s a 
group of guys who love the 
history of golf and they col- 
lect old clubs and golf 
memorabilia. They love 
playing the game as it used 
to be played. You play it on 
the ground, you play these 
funky old clubs. It’s more 
difficult, definitely. 

“New technology does 
make the game easier. 
There’s no heel-toe technol- 


ogy in these old clubs. You 
hit it poorly, it’s not going 
to go anywhere.” 

Joy’s annual Hickory 
Hundred annually raises 
between $12,000-$15,000 for 
the Junior Golf Program. 
In addition to providing in- 
struction and playing op- 
portunities for county 
youngsters, the program 
also allots scholarships to 
the Ferris State University 
Golf Program. 

“We couldn’t run our 
program without Marty,” 
program director Doug 
Drenth said. “He is a great 
deal of the reason we’re in 
existence. 

“What Marty and the 
Belvedere membership do 
for the junior golf program 
allows us to continue to 
have this program for the 
children of Charlevoix and 
Charlevoix County. ’m 
eternally grateful for his 
commitment to kids. 

“It’s just amazing what 
Marty does every year, year 
in and year out. I’m so 
grateful and appreciative 
and in awe. And I know the 
kids from Charlevoix are 
grateful too.”
